I am “writing my Congressman" because of an extremely disturbing 
incident currently taking place. About ten minutés ago I went 
to the Resistance Bookstore, a small one-room store which sells 
all sorts of books to people in the Princeton area. Profits are 
donated to antiwar groups-~non-violent ones, I'm pretty sure. 
Anyway, the one person selling at the time was being questioned 
by two FBI agents. Either they weren't talking about much of 
anything, or this person was scared as hell. Let me emphasize 
that this store is not engaged in any business but selling books, 
and they are not antiwar books, either. Secondly, I can't believe 
that any of the people I've seen working there are seeking the 
overthrow of the Government. I doubt tnat the FBI men were 
questioning him about activities not related to the bookstore, 
either. They could have talked to him at home. 


The point is, the FBI is spending far too much time investigating 
people with differing political views. I can't believe that 
J:Edgar Hoover: is' allocating his men in such stupid fashion. 

When the FBI spends time on political rather tnan criminal 
activities, by that much is our country short of criminal law. 


extremely frightening. I know that the newspapers blow. these 
incidents all out of proportion, but sometimes I wonder if they 
can be overexaggerated. This is scary. I think Mr. Hoover is 
becoming, or has become, too powerful politically. And this 
means that tne FBI is becoming an instrument of repression. 


That is another over~used word. But it is repression when people 
are questioned by agents of the national “law enforcement agency 
for their views. This breeds hysteria. It breeds fear. It 

is antithetical to whatever America is supposed to mean. I am 
scared as hell myself. I hapven to be a fairly conservative 
individual, but snooping, harassment, and whatever else the 

FBI is doing to innocent people is insane. And they are
